Premier Nikita Khrushchev says

In a letter to four Democratic 
leaders made public in the Senate 
Thursday, Khrushchev said this 
doctrine was not created by the 
American people and “‘is not in 
line with the great democratic tra- 
ditions of the American nation.” 


Senate Democratic Leader Lyn- 
don B. Johnson of Texas, who re- 
leased the letter, told newsmen 
Khrushchev obviously was trying 
to divide the American people. 
The Soviet leader has suggested 
another try at a summit confer- 
ence after the American elections 
in November. 


The’plan vaguely incorporates 
some of the West’s favorite con- 
trol procedures such as an inter- 
national police force and eventual 
“open skies’”’ reconnaissance. It 
would begin disarmament with 
the destruction of all rockets, 
planes and other means of de- 
livering nuclear weapons as well 
as liquidation of foreign military 
bases.

“To the intelligent Russian, 
without a free press, without the 
liberty of assembly, without the 
right to free expression of opinion, 
literature became the last refuge 
of thought, the only means of 
propagating higher ideas. He ex- 
pected of his country’s literature 
not merely aesthetic recreation; 
he placed it at the service of his 
aspirations. si 


Higher Ideas 


We get some hint of this from 
Ilya Ehrenburg, the veteran 
propagandist gadfly and novelist 
who, in his novel ““The Thaw,”’ in 
effect loosed a gusty sigh of re- 
lief at being permitted an ex- 
pression of aspirations and higher 
ideas. 


For Pasternak the quote seems 
a neat fit. He did place his writ- 
ing at the service of his aspira- 
tions. His writings were not a 
denunciation of the revolution. He 
himself had believed in the need 
for it. What he failed to do was 
to idealize it, to pretty it up, to 
hide the effect of the inevitable 
brutality and ugliness. For this 
he was condemned and isolated. 


Pasternak wrote that if the 
beast who sleeps in man could be 
held down by threats—any kind 
of threats—then the highest em- 
blem of humanity would be the 


_ lion tamer with his whip. But, he 


said, what has for centuries 
raised man above the beast is 
not the cudgel but the inward 
music of unarmed truth, the 
powerful attraction of its example. 


This has given his grave a final 
victory.

And the Shows Don’t Go On

NEW YORK (AP)—The vibrant 
melody of Broadway was stilled 
Thursday night by the first total 
stage blackout in 41 years. Not a 
curtain rose, not a footlight blazed, 
not a marquee glittered along 
block upon midtown theatrical 
block. 


The League of New York Thea- 


ters closed all 22 Broadway stage 
shows in retaliation for a hit-and- 
run strike launched Wednesday 
night by Actors Equity. A bitter 
deadlock over actors’ pensions 
was at the root of the contract 
dispute. 


“There will be absolutely no 
shows until there is an agree 
ment,”” producer Alexander H. 
Cohen announced. “‘Actors Equity 
is on strike. It looks like a long 
one to me.” 


Equity touched off its strike at 
dusk Wednesday night when the 
17-member cast of “The Tenth 
Man" failed to report at the Booth 
Theater. The audience was sent 
home and the theater's lights 
blinked off—an ominous foretaste 
of Thursday night’s total blackout. 


Almost as soon as the Booth 
went dark, producers began post- 
ing notices backstage at the 13 
musicals and nine plays currently 
on Broadway. Thrown out of work 
by the strike and the retaliatory 
blackout were 1,000 actors and 
5,000 theatrical technicians—stage- 
hands, musicians, electricians and 
others. 


Token negotiations were re- 
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sumed Thursday. For the second 
day in a row, Mayor Robert F. 
Wagner summoned Equity and the 
league to City Hall. 


Wagner spoke of “the crucial 
position of the theater in the cul- 
tural and economic life of our city 
...over-riding considerations in the 
public interest. . . the interests of 
the city of New York and of the 
public generally.” 

Negotiations were scheduled to 


resume Friday but the prospects 
were dark. 


POMONA, Calif. (—A scream- 
ing power dive into a schoolyard 
in a stolen plane Thursday ful- 
filled the vow of two runaway 
brothers, 12 and 14, that they 
would “learn to fly, or die trying.”

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Schuol Merger Is 
Inevitable Solution 


In alerting Fulton Countians to a com- 
ing crisis in school financing, Supt. Paul 
West has performed a useful public serv- 
ice. Barring further aid from the state, 
the county within two years will have to 
raise school tax rates to the ceiling of 25 
mills. 

Obviously, the alternatives are to raise 
the millage ceiling or to increase property 
valuations. Supt. West thinks the latter 
can be accomplished for school purposes 
only. 
On the other hand, Mayor Hartsfield 
says that raising the present county tax 
base from 50 to 70 per cent of gross prop- 
erty valuations, a figure the city already 
uses, would mean a general increase in all 
taxes for county purposes. This need not 
necessarily be the case since millage rates 
could be adjusted according to actual 
needs. 

City taxpayers do contribute to Ful- 
ton school costs through general funds. 
This galls some but without it the county’s 
school crisis would be immediate. The 
situation is further aggravated by home- 
stead exemptions in the county which 
further reduces ad valorem revenues. 

At any rate, city and county school 
costs continue to rise. It still seems to us 
that consolidation of the two systems is 
inevitable and would be wise. To this 
Supt. West is in general agreement. 
Studies looking toward that goal should 
be continued. In effecting such a merger, 
the system of dual tax base for city and 
county should be adjusted. 

Considering the urban complex which 
Fulton is becoming, maintenance of two 
separate school systems is becoming more 
and more difficult to defend.

It Was a Strong Talk, 
And Full of Sense 


The Long Island newspaper Newsday 
endorsed Adlai Stevenson, saying “This 
is no time for tranquilizers; this is the 
time for vision or we perish.” 

It went on to call the “two-time loser” 
cry fallacious. “Stevenson lost not be- 
cause of what he was but what Eisen- 
hower seemed to be.” 

Decide for yourself. The fact remains 
that Stevenson support is appearing and 
Stevenson himself is moving strongly into 
the national speech-making cockpit. 

His Wednesday talk in Chicago carried 
the characteristic jolt of recognition we 
feel when we meet the truth. 

The United States must pursue the 
cause of freedom “with passion,” he said. 
Put a permanent peace agency under 
the Secretary of State to symbolize our 
effort “to lead the world away from 
madness.” Let this agency take intelligent 
hold of the disarmament question. 

Organize, he said, a mighty allied ef- 
fort to develop needy countries for the 
purpose of justifying freedom and not 
simply of reacting to Russia. “Instead of 
always worrying about what Russia will 
do next, let’s concentrate on what we can 
do next.” 

And he asserted accurately that “the 
only kind of political campaign that will 
make any sense this year is a sober dis- 
cussion of our foreign situation” in which, 
he said, the Eisenhower administration 
has “impaired if not destroyed” Ameri- 
can leadership. 

It was a strong talk, full of sense.

Road Probe Can Have 
Far-Reaching Effects 


Highway Board Chairman Jim Gillis’ 
order for a deeper look beneath the sur- 
face of a project on U.S. 34 at Hawkins- 
ville should have a healthy effect on road 
building in general within the state. 

The fact that a full-scale investigation 
is under way should serve as a warning to 
all concerned with road work in Georgia. 
Shoddy construction and slipshod meth- 
ods, which abounded during the Griffin 
administration, will not be tolerated. 

There’s another thing, while not relat- 
ed to the project in question, which 
should be made absolutely clear. Georgia 
cannot afford to build political roads as 
has been the custom in the past. Any 
yammering from selfish interests for a 
return to the free-spending days in which 
paving was slapped down to suit political 
ends rather than actual needs deserves 
the back of the hand. 

As for the mess at Hawkinsville, Mr. 
Gillis has assured the public that any 
funds lost in the work will be recovered. 
This is a most welcome departure from 
past procedures. 

While looking into irregularities in 
connection with the project, it also should 
be determined how politician-contractor 
Jimmy Dykes’ firm happened to be work- 
ing on the faulty stretch. His outfit had 
not been certified by the ‘highway de- 
partment as a subcontractor. Yet it was 
on the scene apparently in the role of a 
subcontractor. 

The whole business of the Hawkins- 
ville riddle needs untangling with a view 
to correcting deficiencies and preventing 
future foul-ups in road building.

Audit of Bids‘ Offered 
As Check on Abuses 


How can future scandals and abuses 
in the State Purchasing Department be 
prevented? 

That question has assumed even great- 
er importance following the newest scan- 
dal involving tractor purchases during 
the Griffin administration. Free-wheel- 
ing use of the department as a patronage 
agency must have cost the taxpayers un- 
told millions through the years. 

Today the purchasing department is 
being operated in an honest, business- 
like manner and thousands of dollars are 
being saved as a result. But administra- 
tions come and go and so do administra- 
tors of purchasing. Surely there must be 
some method by which this agency could 
be removed from political manipulations 
at taxpayers’ expense. 

Asst. Atty. Gen. Robert H. Hall, who 
broke the latest scandal, suggests a way. 
Why not establish a periodic audit of bid- 
lettings themselves? 

Mr. Hall’s suggestion is worth a try. 
It can be put into effect by adminis- 
trative order giving the state auditor ad- 
ditional authority or through an inde- 
pendent audit. 

The General Assembly could go a 
step further by giving such a procedure

What the committee needs to know is 
whether state training offered to teachers 
is as good as it ought to be. There is doubt 
about it on the graduate level at -the 
University. 

Many educators feel graduate students 
receive too many education courses, or 
courses related to education, and too lit- 
tle time in the subject they expect to 
teach. 

If the. Jernigan committee can find 
and correct shortcomings in .curriculum: 
if it can show the Board of Regents where 
interest and money can make repairs: 
if it can wake\nterest in teaching among. 
young people and lift the profession's aca- 
demic prestige, then teachers, univer- 
sity and public alike will find their time 
and money better used,

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Humphrey Stature 


Grows in Defeat 


WASHINGTON—Nobody has 


accused Sen. Humphrey of Minnesota of being 
a political middle-roader. But the new circum- 


ever before 


stances of the race for the Democratic presidential nomination have 
put him in precisely a middle-road position—and possibly a power- 
ful one at that. In a curious way, he has attained a new significance 
in his own defeat for that nomination. 


He withdrew from the scram- 
ble after his heavy loss in the 
West Virginia primary to the 
front - runner, Sen. Kennedy of 
Massachusetts. But notwithstand- 
ing the drubbing he took there 
and elsewhere, Humphrey has 
picked himself up from the dust 
to find that all is by no means 
lost. 

In the first place, there is now 
a serious possibility that in some 
circumstances the vice presiden- 
tial designation can be his. True, 
to accept it he would have to re- 
tire from his present race for re- 
election to the Senate. But he 
probably would consent if he 
thought the ticket, with himself 
on it, could win in November. 

There is some irony in this pros- 
pect. For “Ole Hubert,”’ as he is 
known affectionately by Senate 
colleagues who may or may not 
agree with his views, never had 
any chance for the big nomina- 
tion, anyhow. He was far too lib- 
eral; indeed, extremely liberal to 
many minds. 

And in the second place Hum- 
phrey the new middle-roader may 
also become Humphrey the de- 
cisive middle-man at the Demo- 
cratic National Convention. If, as 
now appears likely, Sen. John- 
son of Texas is able strongly to 
challenge Kennedy for the presi- 
dency, “Ole Hubert” may hold 
the balance of power between the 
two big rivals. 

For, sadly knocked about 
though he was in the presidential 
primary contests, Humphrey still 


has 75 to 100 convention votes 
more or less pledged to him in 
the beginning. He does not claim 
to control this bloc in any ‘‘boss” 
sense. He does not doubt that it 
would fragment quickly if any 
quick bandwagon rush developed 
for any candidate at the conven- 
tion. 

All the same, in the absence of 
any opening convention blitz, 
Humphrey’s opinions among these 
delegates will be very strong. 
And should Kennedy and John- 
son get into a real competition, 
each holding some massive bloc 
but still a bloc short of the 761 
votes required to nominate, this 
Humphrey group would look as 
big as a rock candy mountain. In 
such a situation 75 delegates can 
be as decisive as 375. 

Humphrey’s inherent position 
as a potential honest broker at 
the convention has been strength- 
ened for another reason. He has 
taken his licking well and all poli- 
ticians like that. 

What does all this portend; 
what choice at the convention will 
Humphrey make if fortune puts 
it in his power? ‘Everything is 
still wide open,” is the word 
from the Humphrey camp. But is 
it really altogether ‘‘wide open’’?

And it increases 
still more if Moscow truly intends 
to apply. this doctrine to China, 
North Korea and North Vietnam. 
For in those lands there is virtual- 
ly no direct Soviet command au- 
thority..

Seen Repaying GOP 

New York — The way in which 
the reactionary Northern and 
Midwestern Republicans join with 
the reactionary Southern Demo- 
crats to form a united conserva- 
tive coalition in Congress was 
again demonstrated by the Sen- 
ate vote to sustain President Fi- 
senhower’s veto of the bill for 250 
million dollars federal aid for dis- 
tressed areas. 

The vote, including pairs, was 
46 Democrats and six Republi- 
cans to override the veto and 17 
Democrats and 27 Republicans to 
sustain the veto. To override a 
veto takes a two-thirds vote. Thus 
the Republicans overwhelmingly 
supported the idea of not having 
the federal government spend for 
social welfare. Of the 17 Demo- 
crats who voted with the Republi- 
cans all but two were Southerners. 

Thus the Southern Democrats 
are repaying the Republicans for 
Republican aid in watering down 
civil rights legislation to protect 
the rights of Negro citizens.

, A promoter, primed for profit, once gave me the line that “if you've got a 
dime, get a shine.’’ What he meant was to always have a front. This advice 
I've tried to follow. Especially the part about the shoes. Maybe it is the fact 


that I went barefooted for so many of the young years but I feel undressed unless my flat feet are 


shod in hard-heeled shoes. And I wasn’t going barefooted all those summers because it was socially 
acceptable. But because I had no shoes. 


It worries me greatly if the 
shoes I am wearing are not 
shined. I never pass a shine 
parlor that the glance is not 
downward and,-if the gloss is 
not there, I go in. 


That’s when I’ve had the 
dime. Or it used to be. Now 
the ante has been upped. I don’t 
go in without a quarter. 

That was my limit—a quar- 
ter. If the shine was 15 cents, 
then I gave the boy a dime. If 
it was 20 cents, then the tip 
was a nickel. 

Imagine my shock then as I

stepped from a chair of a Mari- 
etta street marvel and he said, 
“That'll be 40 cents.” 


Forty cents for a shoeshine! 
I am not rich enough to have 
the kind of nerve it takes to 
question’ overcharges. That 
comes of the very rich only. I 
paid the 40 cents, humbly offered 
a dime tip, and walked off in 
my gleaming cordovans. 


It was a good shine. But I’ve 
had better. And cheaper. 

There was a time in Shanghai 
that I got a shine on heavy, 


Dr. Clovis G. Chappell in his book “‘Ser- saul 


mons From the Parables” takes to task those 
persons who say, “Show me a perfect church Le 
and I will join it.” He says that such a church does not exist and 


so we could not join it if we wished to. But if, for the sake of an 
argument, there were such a church we would not be admitted. 


A perfect church would con- 
tain a congregation of persons 
who are self-conscious about 
their perfection. They would 
not welcome any of the rest of 
us who are soiled by the world. 
Our sinfulness would distress 
them. Our imperfection would 
be a barrier to their proper 
fellowship. | 


I’ve known many churches in 
my time but I’ve never had an 
opportunity to visit in a per- 
fect church. Of course, I have 
on occasion attended churches 
where the people thought they 
were perfect but that is. a 
different matter. To measure 
our churchmanship by stand- 
ards which we have fashioned 
for ourselves is somewhat dif- 
ferent from a church fashioned 
by the mind of God. 


Second, Dr. Chappell says 
that a perfect church, were we 
to be privileged to join it, would 
be an embarrassment to us. The 
gleaming white souls of the 
members would make our spot- 
ted souls too obvious. We should 
be humbled beyond endurance. 
None of us relishes for long the 
striking contrast between the 
kind of men we are and the kind 
of men some saintly souls are. 
In the presence of great and 
good men I always feel a cer- 
tain restiveness. I become ter- 
ribly self-conscious of my own 
weaknesses. 


Third, if we were to join a 
perfect church we could be sure 


of this one thing: the church 
thereafter would not be perfect. 
Our presence in the church 
would make a difference. A per- 
fect church must be filled with 
perfect people or else it is less 
than perfect. If we were to join 
it our imperfection would render 
imperfect the whole church. 


What is the church if it is not 
a perfect fellowship of men and 
women who love the Lord? It 
is, I think, composed of sinners 
who love the Lord despite 
their sinfulness. Perhaps they 
love the Lord because of their 
sinfulness. They love the Lord 
because, being sinners, they 
recognize their need of divine 
love, eternal guidance and heav- 
enly compassion. 


The churches I have known 
are composed of humble and 
not self-righteous men, of con- 
trite and not self-seeking men, 
of men who adore God and not 
themselves, of men who know 
that they need God rather than 
that God especially needs them. 


Any other kind of church is 
filled only with  self-adoring, 
self-righteous and _ self-serving 
individuals who feel no compul- 
sion to kneel before the throne 
of grace or to lift their voices 
in praise to Him who is the 
light of their lives.

Along in the 
shank of the evening, when the 
moon and the party people are 
full, DuBose tunes up and asks, 
“Will There Be Any Stars in 
My Crown.” 

I never thought a quarter too 
much for Ira’s shines because 
I count in the singing and this 
is the era of fringe benefits. 


The shine man on Marietta 
did not apologize for his price. 
I went back, risking another 
half-dollar, just to see if there 
had been a mistake. No sir, 
plain brown shoes were 40 
cents. “But it does you good to 
have that gloss, boss.”’ 

I do want to keep up the 
front because I have so little as 
backing but a quarter a throw 
is about as far as I can go for a 
shoeshine.

BEST BET—Conceivably, the 
two-part drama of The Sacco- 
Vanzetti Story, which begins 
Friday, could arouse a storm. 


It is the positive point of view 
of playwright Reginald Rose 
that could create the contro- 
versy. Rose makes no bones of 
his belief that the two men were 
innocent and names names. He 
dug deeply into the files of this 
case—and became so disturbed 
that for days he couldn’t sleep— 
and his dramatization points a 
steady finger at those he feels 
were responsible for what he be- 
lieves was a monumental mis- 
carriage of justice.

Kennedy of Massachu- 
setts Thursday won the support of Gov. G. Mennen Wil- 
liams of Michigan, head of a 51-vote delegation to the 
Democratic presidential nominating convention. 


This declaration by Williams 
strengthened Kennedy’s claim to 
a long lead in the nomination 
race, while two other develop- 
ments heightened interest in the 
battle: 


1. House Speaker Rayburn of 
Texas and other friends openly 
put Sen. Johnson of Texas, the 
Senate Democratic. leader, into 
the contest. 


HUMPHREY FOR ADLAI 


2. Sen. Humphrey of Minnesota, 
reporting a ground-swell of sup- 
port for Adlai FE. Stevenson, dis- 
closed he had telegraphed Steven- 
eon asking: ‘“‘When are you going 
to make a direct move for the 
nomination? Many people are 
waiting.” 


The Williams-for-Kennedy state- 
ment was made known here and 
in Michigan. 


“Sen. Kennedy is my choice for 
president of the United States,” 
the statement said. 


KENNEDY, WILLIAMS TALK 


Kennedy conferred with Wil- 
liams at Mackinac Island, Mich., 
before the statement was issued. 
He went there to talk about cam- 
paign issues and the party’s 1960 
platform. 


Williams, one of whose principal 
supporters is President Walter P. 
Reuther of the United Auto Work- 
ers, is a six-term governor with 
a strong following. 


The Michigan delegation will be 
the seventh largest in the conven- 
tion, where a total of 761 votes 
will be needed to win the nomi- 
nation.

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Have you ever nvticed a jack- 
et or coat on someone and 
wondered why it looked so flim- 
sy? Well, it probably wasn't. 
To hold their shape and to mold 
properly, most jackets and coats 
should be lined, be they of silk 
surah or wool tweed. This goes 
for loose, as well as for fitted 
garments. 


Putting in a lining 1s not a 
big project. After doing it once 
you'll find it quite easy. 


If the jacket ‘or coat) has 
been altered, be sure to make 
the same alterations in the lin- 
ing. Coat and jacket linings are 
put in the same way and differ 
only in the finishing of the hem. 


Stitch darts; stitch all seams 
except shoulders. Also stitch 
sleeve seams. Press seams open 
and press lining thoroughly. 


Place garment wrong - side 
out; slip lining over it so that 
wrong sides are together, seams 
matching (A). Pin down center 
back. Pin and catch underarm 
seams together from _ inside, 
leaving three inches free below 
armhole and above hem. Now 
baste lining to garment at arm- 
hole, starting at underarm seam 
working to shoulder, first on the 
front and then on the back, leav- 
ing a few inches of back free. 
Turn under the back edge of 
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Putting in 
Can Be Quite Easy 


shoulder seam, and pin it over 
from edge. Hem in place. Sew 
lining to garment by basting the 
seam allowances together. At 
center back seam of lining, fold 
in a pleat to remove excess 
fullness. Hold pleat in place 
at neck and waistline with a 
bar tack. 


Now turn under seam allow- 
ance on front edges and around 
neck. Pin and hem in place. 
To finish lower edge, baste lin- 
ing to garment about five inches 
above lower edge of jacket. 
Turn under seam allowance at 
lower edge and pin over raw 


edge of hem. The extra length 
you will have in the lining will 
form a fold at lower edge to 
give ease and prevent drawing. 
Slip stitch edge of lining in 
place. Remove basting. 


Sleeve (B): Match front notch 
of sleeve and garment lining 
with sleeve lining wrong-side 
out. Baste together beginning 
two inches below armhole and 
ending three inches above lower 
edge. Slip hand inside lining 
and turn over the sleeve. Turn 
under seam allowance at top 
of sleeve and pin over armhole 
seams, easing fullness between 
notches. If lining pulls at shoul- 
der, clip at curve. Hem in place. 
Turn lower edge of sleeve lin- 
ing same as lower edge of jack- 
et. Press. 


Coat lining hem: Turn hem 
over interlining or if not inter- 
lined, turn regular hem, and

Like Thoreau, who traveled 
widely in Concord, I myself 
have traveled widely recently 
in the slums of Atlanta, and 
one of the memories I will 
never lose was the heartfelt 
utterance of a school principal 
who longs for the gift of seren- 
ity for his scourged and neg- 
lected pupils. 


He spoke of their tiny girl 
and boyhood blighted by abra- 
sive violence, of searing anger 
smoldering just beneath the sur- 
face, ready to explode in mind- 
less rebellion. 


“Lord,” he said, “if we could 
just get them here calm.” 


It was a kind of prayer. 


And yet, on these pages in 
the last week, a study of mod- 
ern youth by Betsy Fancher 
clearly delineates a society of 
young college people too tame, 
too undemanding, too fat and 
satisfied—a docile generation 
with no firecrackers sputtering 
in their souls.

NEW YORK, June 2 (UPI)—It’s far from one 
world where the female form’s concerned. 


Arthur Garson knows. He 
heads a firm that makes bras 
for distribution at home and 
abroad. He just returned from 
a marketing research tour of 
France, Holland, Russia, Switz- 
erland, Israel and England. 


Garson found that French 
women are two inches smaller 
about the chest than American 
women—despite occasional phe- 
nomenon like Brigitte Bardot. 


BARDOT CONTOURS 


“I don’t think the French 
women get enough exercise,” 
Garson said in an interview. 
“Frenchmen certainly prefer 
the Bardot contours, but from 
what I could see, they’d never 
had much choice. 


“But the French women look 
well in bikinis. There’s less to 
cover.” 


The average French woman 
wears a 32-B. The American 
average ranges from 34-B to 
36-B. 


“Israeli women are almost 
the same proportion as Amer- 
ican women,” Garson said. 
“They are well brassiered, too. 
The average is 34-B.”’ 


SLIGHTLY SMALLER 


But in Holland and Switzer- 
land Garson found an average 
that is slightly smaller than 
a 3. 


In England Garson discov- 
ered two average sizes—one 
for the amply-built female and 
one for the thin-cheeked type. 
The first type averages out to 
a 36-C. The latter: 30-AAA. 


The American businessman 
doing undercover work  ob- 
served that Russian women also 
fall into two categories where 
the bosom is concerned. 


“I couldn't get my hands on 
official statistics. I had to rely 
on observation in Russia,’ he 
said. “From what I saw I'd 
say the Russian working wom-

The predominant group in 
Russia is ‘“‘unstylishly stout,” 
Garson said. “‘My guide, for 
example, appeared each day in 
a shapeless jersey dress. I was 
tempted to give her advice—or 
a free sample. But I could see 
it would have been useless.”’ 


Garson also visited the un- 


mentionables’ counters in Mos-. 


cow department stores. “‘UWn- 
derwear models of 30 years ago 


. were selling like hot cakes,”’ he 


Garson said his firm moves 
10 million units a year and dis- 
tributes more units overseas 
than any other American com- 
pany. 


“The English woman is very 
figure conscious. But she’s not 
in the bra: habit to the extent 
that American women are. 
Sales, on a per capita basis, 
are only slightly more than 
half of the U.S. figure.” 


The businessman who’s been 
in bras for 35 years is con- 
vinced the bra market in Eu- 
rope will boom. But he has no 
intention of trying to push his 
product in Russia.

Grandmother Costumes 


She was a hot grandmother but she was glam- 


Orous. 


If you think you suffer from the heat in sheer 
cottons and drip-dry shirtwaists you should take a 
look at what grandmother wore—on exhibit now 
through August 1 at the McBurney Art Memorial. 


Just one layer of grandmoth- 
er’s costume, fluffy white batiste 


trimmed with Val lace and 
embroidery or thin tailored 
foulard silk with a monogram 
print, would be more than 
enough fabric for a respectable 
summer 1960 outfit. 


With all her underskirts and 
overskirts and fitted bodices 
trimmed in ruching, grand- 
mother was a glamorous gal. 
The collection of summer fash- 
ions from the period of 1790 to 
1915, donated t0 McBurney by 
the Atlanta Fashion Group, in- 
cludes soft painted silk ball 
gowns, tailored sheer cotton 
morning outfits, and a filmy 
Chantilly lace wedding gown. 


Oldest outfit on display is a 
French silk gown made in 1790 
and given to McBurney by the 
Fashion Group on Oct. 1 te 
commemorate the first anni- 
versary of the museum. The 
natural colored silk dress, em- 
broidered with small bunches of 
pink and green flowers, features 
a very full skirt held out by 
paniers, ruching at the hem, 
long tight sleeves and a voiup- 
tuous low neck—the kind that 
heroines in historical novels 
wear.

The 1890s saw a huge change 
in fashions. The 20th century 
new look went from full skirts 
and tight bodices worn by gen- 
tle stay-at-home women (be- 
cause getting around was so 
cumbersome) to slim skirts and 
fat leg-o’-mutton sleeves. 


Several dresses from the new 
summer exhibit, in the turn of 
the century silhouette, . display 
fine tuckings and embroidery, 
imported laces and high, tight 
collars. The detail work and 
fabric of the “‘lingerie” look in 
blouses and dresses is an in- 
spiration today to those who 
have forgotten just how femi- 
nine sheer white linen, silk and 
batiste can be. 


“Seriously, however, I don’t 
think the Atlanta women will 
wear these above-the-knees 
skirts. Atlanta women are good 
dressers and have good taste 
and certainly good taste won't 
let them be conspicuous.” 


Now from a woman. Miss 
Fran Hamilton, of the display 
department of another store, 
had this to say:

TABLE ROCK LAKE, Mo.—

GOOD HEALTH: Allergies Sometimes Are Outgrown 


By JOSEPH G. MOLNER, M.D. 


Dear Dr. Molner: Please 
write about allergies involving 
food. Does a person outgrow 
them with age?—B. C. 


Sometimes -such allergies are 
outgrown, sometimes not. 


Food allergy (or any allergy) 
varies in degree. Some people are 
so sensitive to a certain food that 
they will break out in a rash, or 
their lips or faces will start to 
swell within minutes after eating 
even very small amounts of it. 


For them, there is secant chance 
of ever ‘‘outgrowing”’ the allergy. 
It it too severe, although I know 
of plenty of instances in which 


| 


‘the sensitivity becomes less pro- 


nounced as time passes. 


What happens is that, natural- 
ly, such persons completely avoid 
the offending foods. Their bodies 
seem to “get a rest” and, in time 
may—I repeat may—be able to 
tolerate very, very small amounts 
of the substance without touching 
off the allergy. 


In such cases, a gradually in- 
creasing tolerance is developed, 
but it can do so only if the 
amounts are kept small enough so 
that a new attack of the allergy is 
not touched off. 


This method of giving small 
amounts, and increasing them 
very gradually, is used in treating 


other allergies, too. Take hay 
fever, for instance. Many victims 
are having such treatments right 
now, with their doctors giving in- 
finitesimal, but gradually increas- 
ing traces of extracts of the 
plants which cause hay fever, By 
hay fever season, the patients 
should develop a degree of tol- 
erance. 


It is important not to give too 
big a dose in this process, for 
then the body’s rejection of the 
offending material suddenly goes 
into action. Then you have to 
start over. 


Yes, within limits, you some- 
times are lucky enough to “‘out- 
grow” an allergy. But it is gradu- 


al and you mustn't expect too 
much. If, for example, you are al- 
lergic to strawberries, you may 
gradually be able to nibble a 
berry or two, or have a bit of 
strawberry in a salad or a sauce, 
but .don’t. go overboard. Don’t 
think you can sit down to a big 
helping of strawberries. That 
would just be tempting fate and 
risking a return of the original 
sensitivity. After all, there’s a 
freason for allergy. It’s nature's 
way of telling you to avoid some- 
thing your system can't take. 


I saw something in the pa- 
per about honey and vinegar 
curing ulcers of the stomach. 
How do I take it, etc.?—Mrs, 


E. R. 


I don’t see how they could help 
at all. They might even irritate 
the ulcers. There are more con- 
ventional treatments which your 
doctor can prescribe.
